1. AMBASSADOR SCALI MET WITH IRANIAN FONMIN KHALATBARY 
AFTER LATTER'S GENERAL DEBATE ADDRESS TO GIVE HIM SECRE-

EMPHASIZED POTENTIALLY DESTRUCTIVE EFFECT HOSTILE RESOLU-
